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All persons are by nature free and independent, and have certain natural and unalienable rights, among which are those of 
enjoying and defending life and liberty, of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and ofpursuing and obtaining safety 
and happiness. - Article 1, Section 1, New Jersey State Constitution 


N.J. Court: the Second 
Amendment Trumps Gun 
Forfeiture Law 

Belvidere, N.J, March 19, 
2007—In a landmark written opinion 
filed February 27, a New Jersey 
Superior Court recognized the Second 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitution 
and held that a citizen’s Constitutional 
Right to Keep and Bear Arms cannot 
be involuntarily waived under a New 
Jersey firearms forfeiture law. 

“The recognition of Second 
Amendment rights in New Jersey is 
long overdue,” said attorney Evan F. 
Nappen, whose law firm (including 
Richard V. Gilbert, Esq. and Louis P. 
Nappen, Esq.) represented appellant 
Dennis W. Peterson in the Warren 
County case (Docket No. A-01-07- 
2112). “In this appeal, the Second 
Amendment was applied to New Jersey 
via the Constitutional doctrine of 
fundamental fairness, overcoming a 
significant legal hurdle needed for the 
Federal Bill of Rights to apply to the 
State.” 

This decision coincides with 
the recent Parker v. District of 
Columbia case, in which the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
struck down a decades-old handgun 
ban in Washington, D.C. on the ground 
that it violates the Second Amendment. 

“The legal significance of the 
Second Amendment is finally being 
recognized by American courts,” 
Nappen continued, “and this New 
Jersey case is part of a growing trend 
in American jurisprudence.” 

In the New Jersey case, the 
appellant was denied re-issuance of his 
Firearms Purchaser ID card based on 
his consent to relinquish firearms 
seized in a domestic dispute in 2000. In 
2004, New Jersey enacted a law 


barring Firearms Purchaser ID cards to 
any person whose firearms have been 
seized and not returned. 

The Honorable John H. 
Pursel, J.S.C. held that the statute did 
not apply and the Firearms Purchaser 
ID card should be issued because the 
appellant did not know that his prior 
consent to relinquish his firearms would 
subject him to permanent loss of his 
Second Amendment rights under the 
2004 law. 

The ruling states in key part: 
“Fundamental fairness is a doctrine to 
be sparingly applied. It is appropriately 
applied in those rare cases where not 
to do so will subject the defendant to 
oppression, harassment, or egregious 
deprivation.” (Doe v. Poritz, 142 N.J. 1 
(1995), citing State v. Yoskowitz, 116 
N.J. 679, 712, 563 A.2d 1 (1989) 
(Garibaldi, J., concurring and 
dissenting). Egregious deprivation 
would surely be the result if this 
applicant were precluded from 
obtaining a firearms purchaser 
identification card by virtue of the fact 
that he consensually surrendered his 
weapons at a time when it was 
impossible for him to have known that 
such action would later subject him to 
lifelong deprivation of his second 
amendment right. 

“Additionally, it is clear that in 
consenting to the disposition of the 
weapons seized as a result of the 
temporary restraining order, the 
applicant did not intend to waive his 
right to bear arms as provided by the 
second amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. He therefore could not 
have knowingly, intelligently, or 
voluntarily waived that right.” 

The Warren County 
Prosecutor has filed a notice of appeal 
in the case.

N.J. Appellate Court Conceals 
Identity of Judges Whose 
Rulings Are Overturned 

In a Dec. 11, 2006, opinion 
the New Jersey Appellate Division 
reversed a Bergen County judge's 
forfeiture of firearms from a man who 
was accused of domestic violence, 
even though that complaint had been 
dismissed against 

him. (http://www.iudiciarv.state.ni.us/opi 
nions/a3764-05.pdf ) 

The judge who ordered the 
forfeiture lacked a legal basis. Rather, 
he didn't "feel very comfortable" with 
the man having firearms. Here's a 
direct quote from the judge: 

"See, the problem I have is 
Ms. Greco, who's written this letter 
saying that she has no objection to the 
weapon being returned, is also the 
person who's accused you of acts of 
domestic violence on two occasions, so 
my concern is I don't know how stable 
she is or if she's being coerced or 
threatened or -- I mean, it's an 
unfortunate situation and it makes me 
very concerned, and I don't feel, based 
upon the history of the domestic 
violence incidents, that it would be 
advisable to have the weapon returned 
to you, sir. I feel very uncomfortable. I 
don't think that . . . it's a potential 
general threat to the general safety of 
the population . . . especially in light of 
the fact that I don't know why anybody 
needs a weapon that shoots 15 rounds 
without reloading; and, furthermore, 
that there's a public threat involved 
because there have been two incidents 
of domestic violence. So - and you 
don't have to be convicted of an act of 
domestic violence for there to be

26% of Younger U.S. Muslims 
Justify Suicide Bombings 

One in four younger U.S. 
Muslims say suicide bombings to defend 
their religion are acceptable in some 
circumstances, according to a Pew 
Research Center poll. 

The survey revealed a 
community with nearly as much 
happiness with their lives and 
communities as the general public, a 
broad willingness to adopt American 
customs, and income and education 
levels similar to others in the U.S. 


Even so, the survey revealed 
noteworthy pockets of discontent. 

While nearly 80 percent of U.S. 
Muslims say suicide bombings of 
civilians to defend Islam can not be 
justified, 13 percent say they can be, at 
least rarely. 

That sentiment is strongest 
among those younger than 30. Two 
percent of them say it can often be 
justified, 13 percent say sometimes and 
11 percent say rarely 

"It is a hair-raising number," 
said Radwan Masmoudi, president of 
the Washington-based Center for the 
Study of Islam and Democracy, which 
promotes the compatibility of Islam with 
democracy. 

U.S. Muslims have growing 
Internet and television access to 
extreme ideologies, he said, adding: 
"People, especially younger people, are 
susceptible to these ideas." 

Even so, U.S. Muslims are far 
less accepting of suicide attacks than 
Muslims in many other nations. In 
surveys Pew conducted last year, 
support in some Muslim countries 
exceeded 50 percent, while it was 
considered justifiable by about one in 
four Muslims in Britain and Spain, and 
one in three in France. 

Eide Alawan, who directs 
interfaith outreach at the Islamic Center 
of America in Dearborn, Mich., one of 
the nation's largest mosques, said killing 
innocent people contradicts Islam. 

Andrew Kohut, Pew director, 
called support for the attacks "one of the 
few trouble spots" in the survey. 

The question did not specify 
where a suicide attack might occur, who 
might carry it out or what was meant by 
using a bombing to "defend Islam." 

The survey estimates there are 
roughly 2.35 million Muslim Americans. 
It found that among adults, two-thirds 
are from abroad while a fifth are U.S.- 
born blacks.

Sgt. Alvin York, one of the 
USA's most famous war heroes, won 
the Medal of Honor during World War I 
because he led eight men who charged 
a machine gun nest and captured 132 
heavily armed German soldiers. 

For years, the machine gun his 
unit captured sat undisturbed in the 
Lynn, Massachusetts library. 

“I literally tripped over it one 
day,” the library director said. "That’s 
when we got interested in finding out 
more about what it might be worth 
because we are trying to raise money 
for a library expansion. We thought it 
might be better to sell the machine gun 
than ask the taxpayers for more money.” 




The library's staff looked into 
selling the antique firearm, but they ran 
into problems because the machine gun 
was never registered with the federal 
government. It's now in an evidence 
locker at the local police station. A 
young Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives agent who had 
never heard of York or his exploits 
suggested that they melt it down, 
according to the Lynn Daily Item 
newspaper. 

“Imagine destroying the 
German machine gun that was captured 
by Sgt. York just because it’s not 
registered,” a library trustee tells the 
paper, noting that they haven't had 
much luck convincing lawmakers to 
pass a special bill that would allow them 
to sell the unregistered weapon. 
— USA Today April 23 

BATFE Killing Idaho's Oldest 
Gun Store 

Red's Trading Post in Twin 
Falls, Idaho, is the state's oldest gun 
shop, opened since 1936. A 2004 
BATFE audit revealed minor clerical 
errors. According to Red's, out of nearly 
ten THOUSAND firearms transferred 
between 1996 and 2004, the alleged 
error rate did not even reach 1%. Even 
the BATFE acknowledges these are 
minor paperwork errors - there are no 
missing firearms and no willful illegal 
acts.

Tasers for Self-Defense? 

Daniel Garza used a Taser 
model X26c to thwart an alleged 
carjacking, by "tasing" Justin Ray 
Atkinson on Dec. 17, 2006 in the 
parking lot at the Yuba City, California, 
Wal-Mart store. Garza, the owner of a 
security firm, said he has received 27 
inquiries about Tasers since an Appeal- 
Democrat article about the incident. 

Garza said he is definitely 
recommending Tasers for self-defense. 
He reported that Atkinson shook and 
screamed when the Taser's barbs 
delivered their 50,000-volt shock but 
recovered quickly. 

“The Taser did the job,” he told 
USA Today. 

Tom King, owner of Sutter 
Surplus Sales in Marysville, said he was 









expecting delivery of three different 
Taser models, including a $300 C2 
model that Taser International unveiled 
at the 2007 International Consumer 
Electronics Show in Las Vegas. 

The C2, which comes in 
metallic pink and other designer colors, 
is not as powerful as police models but 
delivers a longer, 30-second jolt that 
allows the user to escape while the 
target writhes on the ground. King said 
he'll comply with Taser International's 
rules by hiring an off-duty Marysville 
police officer to teach customers. 

“I think it's outstanding that 
people finally have a legal, less lethal 
means of protecting themselves,” said 
King. He already stocks stun guns, 
which must be held against an 
assailant's body. Tasers fire barbs on 
long, thin wires. King said he held off 
ordering Tasers until reading that local 
law enforcement officials consider them 
legal for civilians to use. No permit is 
required. 

Amnesty International USA, 
has called for an independent safety 
review. “More than 220 people in the 
United States have died after being 
shocked with Tasers. Imagine the 
devastating consequences when they 
are put in the hands of the average Joe 
or Josephine. Clearly, there are reasons 
for concern,” the human rights group 
said. TASER International and police 
counter that coroners had not blamed 
Tasers for causing the deaths.

The Ranger in America

There is a very large legend in 
American history - Rogers Rangers, 
and their exploits from upstate New 
York to Canada during the French and 
Indian war, the American phase of the 
world war between Great Britain and 
France which raged from 1754-1763. 

According to the U.S. Army 
Ranger Association, though, units 
designated as Rangers and using 
Ranger tactics were on the American 
frontier as early as the 1670s. 

Captain Benjamin Church’s 
Rangers helped bring King Phillips War 
to a conclusion in 1675 and are the first 
recognized members of the breed 
indigenous to America. 

Some 80 years later, during the 
winter of 1755, Robert Rogers formed a 
group of colonial militia from Fort 
William Henry into what was to become 
Rogers Rangers. 

Rogers Rangers are well 
known, perhaps because Kenneth 


Roberts immortalized them in his great 
novel Northwest Passage. The book 
told of Robert Rogers leading 200 
Rangers from Crown Point in 1759 all 
the way to the village of St. Francis near 
Quebec. There they raided the Abenaki 
Indian camp, burned the village, killed 
about one-fourth of the population and 
barely escaped when hotly pursued 
down the Connecticut River. A classic 
1940 movie starring Spencer Tracy as 
Rogers is based on Northwest Passage. 

In 1758, operating on Rogers 
Island near Fort Edward, the Rangers 
fought the famous Battle of Snowshoes 
or Battle of Rogers Rock, where the 
Rangers ambushed and themselves 
were ambushed, losing 125 killed and 
only 52 surviving. 

Ranger Standing Orders 

There are two versions of the 
Rangers Standing Orders of Maj. Robert 
Rogers. The first, rough-hewn version 
reprinted below, comes from Robert’s 
novel Northwest Passage and has been 
used by the U.S. Army Ranger School 
since the 1950s. The second more 
polished version came from Maj. 
Rogers’ journal and was intended for his 
Rangers in 1759. 

1. Don’t forget nothing. 

2. Have your musket clean as 
a whistle, hatchet scoured, 60 rounds 
powder and ball, and be ready to march 
at a minute’s notice. 

3. When you’re on the march, 
act the way you would if you was 
sneaking up on a deer. See the enemy 
first. 

4. Tell the truth about what 
you see and what you do. There is an 
army depending on us for correct 
information. You can lie all you please 
when you tell other folks about the 
Rangers, but don’t never lie to a Ranger 
or officer. 

5. Don’t never take a chance 
you don’t have to. 

6. When we’re on a march we 
march single file, far enough apart so 
one shot can’t go through two men. 

7. If we strike swamps, or soft 
ground, we spread out abreast, so it’s 
hard to track us. 

8. When we march, we keep 
moving till dark, so as to give the enemy 
the least possible chance at us. 

9. When we camp, half the 
party stays awake while the other half 
sleeps. 

10. If we take prisoners, we 
keep 'em separate till we have had time 
to examine them, so they can’t cook up 
a story between 'em. 

11. Don’t’ ever march home the 
same way. Take a different route so 
you won’t be ambushed. 


12. No matter whether we 
travel in big parties or little ones, each 
party has to keep a scout 20 yards 
ahead, 20 yards on each flank, and 20 
yards in the rear so the main body can’t 
be surprised and wiped out. 

13. Every night you’ll be told 
where to meet if surrounded by a 
superior force. 

14. Don’t sit down to eat 
without posting sentries. 

15. Don’t sleep beyond dawn. 
Dawn’s when the French and Indians 
attack. 

16. Don’t cross a river by a 
regular ford. 

17. If somebody’s trailing you, 
make a circle, come back onto your own 
tracks, and ambush the folks that aim to 
ambush you. 

18. Don’t stand up when the 
enemy’s coming against you. Kneel 
down, lie down, hide behind a tree. 

19. Let the enemy come till 
he’s almost close enough to touch, then 
let him have it and jump put and finish 
him up with your hatchet.
